Investigation was initiated on 1/11/83, predicated upon information 
provided by the Drug Enforcement Administration (DEA) and multiple sources . 

This information revealed that Alder Berriman Seal and are 

involved in narcotics trafficking and the "laundering" of funds derived from 
such trafficking. 

Independent investigation, including pen registers, physical sur- 
veillance, local, state and federal law enforcement intelligence, has corroborated 
the initial information associated with the narcotic trafficking activities of 
Alder Berriman Seal. 



On 7/1/72, the United States Customs Service arrested Seal on smuggling 
charges which stemmed from his attempt at flying a DC3 Aircraft from New Orleans 
to Mexico, loaded with 46,000 pounds of explosive C-4. Seal was indicted in the 
Eastern District of Louisiana on smuggling charges.

2 . Characterization of Targeted Subject : 

Alder Berriman Seal is a documented major narcotics trafficker in the 
Baton Rouge, Louisiana, area, currently engaged in criminal conduct with others 
in the importation, procurement, sale, concealment, distribution, sale and 
transportation of narcotics, and the unlawful use of a communication facility 
thereof, in violation of Sections 841(a) (1), 843(b), 846, 848, 952 and 963 of 
Title 21, U. S. Code. 

3. Priority of Investigation : 

This is an approved narcotics task force case from the Gulf Coast 
Region and has met all of the pertinent criteria to so be designated. It is 
regarded as a major narcotics investigation in the New Orleans Division and 
considered a flourishing narcotics network. A prosecutable case against this 
organization would have a substantial impact on the illegal distribution of 
drugs in Baton Rouge, Louisiana and help to disrupt drug smuggling into the 
United States. 


4. Synopsis of Probable Cause : 

The investigation of Alder Berriman Seal, has disclosed concrete 
evidence of substantial narcotics smuggling and other forms of narcotics trafficking. 
Multiple source information indicates that Seal has been observed to possess, sell, 
and transport large quantities of marijuana, barbiturates, and cocaine, and that 
Seal utilizes public telephones to conduct his narcotics business. Source 
information was corroborated by independent investigation and by efforts of an 
undercover agent.

Warrant Issued By-On-(DOW) - Enter date warrant issued in DOW block. For juvenile offenders, enter the date of violation. 

Miscellaneous (MIS) - Enter additional pertinent information in this block. If caution.statement used, basis for statement must be set 
forth as first item in this block. 

License Plate and Vehicle Information - Place information concerning license plate and/or vehicle known to be In the possession of 
subject in appropriate blocks under License Plate and Vehicle Information heading. 

AdditionaNdentifiers -|Enter information concerning additional license plates (number, state, year expires, and where applicable, 
type); Social; Secupty Numbers; operator’s license number, state and year expires; vehicle information (VIN, VYR, VMA, VMO, 

VST, VCb); MNU’s (see list in item 14 above); visible scars, marks, tattoos, and other characteristics; and dates of birth. Clearly 
identify v/hat.datai is being set forth; e.g., Social' Security # 423-56-3294; Michigan operator’s license 234567, expires 1 987; 
DOB;s 4/S/;32, 5/3/32;. etc. 

By making an III inquiry, the entering agency may become knowledgeable of additional DOBs, AKAs, and other significant information 
which may aid in the location and/or apprehension of wanted persons.
